The Marvelous City of Colorado's 
Mineral Mountains. 
Described by a Three-Years’ Resident—Early 
Ristory—Growth and Development— 

: mate, Etc. 


[From a Special Correspondent of the Trues.) 
Coxo., Nov. 18. 
Nowhere in the annals of history is 
recorded the growth of a camp toa 
town, a town to a city, so rapid, so mar- 
velous, so full of startling situations 
and changes in life aud interests as that 
e| which can be written of Leadville. The 
name Leadville -has become familiar in 
nearly all parts of the globe, and partic- 
ularly so among persons interested in 
mining matters. 
‘silver and lead have from time -to time 
been given to the gereral public, but of 
its social life, ‘‘the half has not been 
told;’’ and many points of interest in 
the early history of the camp are-not 
generally known, even by residents of 
the place. The writer came to Lead- 
ville in the excitement prevailing in 
1879, and has been in or about the great 
carbonate camp almost without inter- 
ruption from that time to the present. 
During the past three years he has occu- 
pied a position in business that has 
brought him in contact with a great 
number of pioneers, as well as later ar- 
rivals; and also with nearly all classes 
in social jife; and from this experience 
feels enabled to write, in an abridged 


present status of society in Leadville. 

Even as a matter of history the subject 

has enough of intercst to claim a few 

moments’ attention from the reader. 
EABLY HISTORY. 


In April, 1860, when there was such 
@ rush to the western country for gold— 
a time that many old seitlers delight in 
referring to—at least ten thonsand peo- 
ple, from all parts of the country, aud 
representing nearly every phase of char- 
acter, rushed to this section of the back- 
bone of the American continent. At 
that time the faintest rumor of a strike 
was received as words of cheer by the 
thousands of wealth seekers, many of 
whom were growing despondent at 
their lack of success. It was also at 
this time that the first discovery of gold 
was made in California Gulch. A party 
of eight prospectors had been at work 
in the gulch but a short time, and had 
dug but twelve feet into the ground, 
when they struck sand containing the 
precious mineral. This was a little 
over a wile from the present business 
center of Leadville. As soon as the re- 
port was circulated, the prospectors for 
miles around left their work and flocked 
to the new camp, and in a surprisingly 
short time Calitornia Gulch was a thriv- 
ing, busy camp of delving miners. The 
new camp was named Oro. and a post- 
office was established, which is con- 
tinued to this day. | For,a time this was 
one of the richest gold producing camps 
in the world, but the scarcity of water 
and the hard rock and sand which were 
encountered and which were afterwards 
discovered to be carbonates, gave the 
miners much difficulty, and- before 
winter setrin many left for more con- 
genial climes, enough remaining, how- 
ever, to carry on the placer mining dur- 
ing the winter. Little did these pio- 
‘neers imagine that the very sand and 
rock they considered so much in the 
way at the time, was afterwards to 
create one of the largest mining camps 
the world has ever known. 

It was gold, and gold only, that these 
early settlers of Oro were after, and little 
did they think that the very mountsins 
around them were almost one solid mass 
of rich gold, silver and lead-producing 
sand und rock. Some of these early sluice 
washers took from the gravel and sand 
almost fabulous fortunes in gold dust 
and nuggets, avd so certain were they 
that they could at any time, and in a 
few days, gather enough of the prec- 
ious metal to make chem independent, 
and which they could take back to 
their far-away homes with them, that 
they became reckless with what they 
already had, spending it as freely as 
water in riotous living. A time soon 
came when they could no longer wash 
the dirt by hand, and they they were 
compelled to go elsewhere, in many 
cases poorer even than when they came. 

The camp of Oro, after a short, busy 


1860 perhaps less than one hundred 
men remuined. Everything was quiet 
in the vicinity until 1868, when the 
Printer Boy mine was discuvered.+ The 
product of this mine was free gold. A 
stamp mill was erected to treat the ore, 
and a great deal of money was realized 
from it, but no other discoveries were 
made, and in a short time the interest 
in this section again flagged, and re- 
mained quiet until the winter of 1875, 
when carbonates were discovered. From 
this latter time dates the active interest 
in this district, an interest which has 
been felt in every part of this country. 
NAMING LEADVILLE. 


On the 16th. day of. July, 1877, the 


by David M. Key, Postmaster General 
of the United StateS,issued a comuniis- 
sion appointing George L. Henderson 
the first postmaster of Leadville, Color- 
ado; and the same document bears evi- 


dence that on the 30th day of July, 1877, 


Mr. Henderson furnished a good and 
acceptable bond to the United States 
for the faithful performance of his 
duties as postmaster. The writer's 
authority for these figures is indisput- 
able, being the original document itself, 
which he has inspected, and without a 
question of doubt the 16th day of July, 
1877, is legally the date of the birth of 
Leadville. 

About the first of J une, 1877, an in- 
teresting meeting of pioneers was held 
in the cabin owned and occupied by Mr. 
G. L. Henderson and his family. The 
object of the meeting was the advisa 
bility of estabiishing a town on the 
present site of Leadville. About a doz- 
en sturdy miners were present, and it 
was quickly decided to establish a town, 
the prime motive being that President 
Harrison, of the St. Louis Smelting and 
Refining Company, had been here, and 
after carefully noting the possibilities of 
the mining industry, had decided to 
erect extensive smelting works. Nam- 
ing the place was next in order, and 
this question was not so easy to settle. 


| One suggested that the embryo town be 


called Harrisonville, in honor of Pres- 
ident Hurrison, but on looking at the 
postofice directory, and finding that 
nearly every county in the Union had 
its Harrisonville, that name was drop- 
ped. The idea was to give the place a 
new name. Agassiz, Hendersonville, 
Leadtown and Leadville were each sug- 
gested, but did not seem to suit. It 
was the prevailing opinion that ‘‘lead’’ 
should be signified somehow in the 
name, as that was the principal product 
of the mines. A prominent member of 
the meeting suggested Cerusite, the 
scientific mame for curbonates of 
lead, but this was vetoed on the 
ground that not one person in 
a hundred would understand what the 
name meant. .After much debate, the 
name Leadville was agreed upon, and 
the application for a postoffice was sent 
forward with the name suggested. Mr. 
Henderson found that he could not 
properly attend to the postoffice without 
neglecting his own business, and in 
about three months from the time of his 
appointment, resigned in favor of H. A. 
W. Tabor, then a poor man, but now 
one of t:e wealthiest and most public 
spirited men in the State, and for the 
past two years Lieutenant-Governor of 
Colorado. 


AND PRESENT. 


It is no more possible to give a per- 
fect pen picture of Leadville society in 
the early days than it is far an artist to 
correctly transfer the colors of the rain- 
bow tv canvas. To one reared sur- 
rounded by Christian influences there 
seemed literally no society—only a 
great mass of lawless, wicked humanity, 
whose main object seemed to be to 
drown the memory of all things refining 
in rihaldry. This state of affuirs i is gon- 
erally true of all mining camps, and it 
is not uutil men bring to such a place. 
their wives, mothers and daughters

In the evening of 
November 13th, 1879, a barber on the 
then principal street of the place was 
going home from his work, when he’was 
met by two armed men and ordered to 
*thold up his hands.’’ He complied, but 
in one hand was a revolver, and he 
quickly fired a shot at each of his as- 
sailants. Both robbers turned and fled.

of a cabin near by, and the other was 
soon captured, wounded in the arm 
The little barber had held up his hands 
to some purpose, and he was made the 
lion ot the day. A collection was taken 
up, and he was presented with a fine 
gold watch and a brace of revolvers. 
Even this did not fully express the ‘sen- 
timents of the populace, and a pro- 
cession was formed and marched 
through the streets, at the head of 
which, in a chair borne upon the should- 
ers of a score of stalwart men, was the 
little barber, upon whom was fastened 
a banner bearing the words ‘‘The foot- 
pad Exterminator.’’ The wounded rob- 
ber, who was captured and lodged in 
jail, was, a few days afterward, taken 
from the prison, in company with a 
notorious lot-juwmper, by a vigilance 
committee, and the two ‘‘hanged by the 
neck till dead’’ to the rafters of an un- 
finished buildingenear by. The little 
barber’s resistance had thoroughly 
aroused the whole community to action, 
and when the bodies of the hanged 
outlaws were found next morning, pinn- 
ed to one of thei was this warning: 
NOTICE TO ALL. 

Lot thieves, bunko sterrers, Soot pads, thieves 
and chronic Londsmen for the same, and sympa- 
thisers for the above class.

LEADVILLE AS IT IS. 


In the past four years Leadville has 
grown from a ‘“‘howling wilderness’’ to 
a city of the second class, with a popu- 
lation of about 20,000, and a free postal 
service. The business houses first 
erected, as 1: ?#ti¢10fcourse, are shabby 
frame structures, but the buildings of the 
last two years—and agreat many new 
ones have been erected in that time—are 
generally fine brick blocks,that would do 
credit to any city. Fortunes are not 
now made in a day, or by every one. The 
‘‘boom’’ is over, and Leadville bas 
settled down to a_ business standard, 
with the mines for a radius of perhaps 
twenty-five or thirty miles as her re- 
sources. Poor men coming here as 
strangers stand little, if any, better 
chance of making money, or even secur- 
ing work, than they would inother and 
perhaps mure desirable places to live in. 
Wages paid are still high, compared 
with many other places, but as a whole 
the expenses of living are higher, and 
the extra money paid in wages is used 
up in the extra expenses of living. 


THE CLIMATE OF LEADVILLE 


is often asked about. It is cold, and 
could hardly be anything else, consider- 
ing the fact that the altitude of the place 
is between ten thousand and eleven 
thousand feet above sea level. For 
about two or three months during the 
summer time the weather is grand—not 
hot, not cold, but just right for comforf. 
The remainder of the year is principally 
cold. When asked about the climate of 
their home, Leadvillians jocularly reply 
that they have ‘‘nine months winter and 
three months late in the fall.’’ There 
is a great deal of truth in this saying. 

The water at Leadville is pure and 
sweet, nnd is one of the greatest attrac- 
tions of the place. The climate is 
healthful when understood. The air 
being so rare, the body is subjected to 
a greater strain, and wears out quicker 
than in a lower altitude; but if proper 
precaution is exercised, and achange to 
heavier air is made for a brief period 
once a year or so, there is no good rea- 
son why residents of Leadville should 
not be as healthy as those of other 
places. The city is well provided with 
good public and private schools, and 
nearly every religious sect has an edifice 
of its own to worship in. | Leadviile at 
the present time has two railroad out- 
lets—the Denver, South Park and Pa- 
cific, a short-cut jine to Denver, and the 
Denver and Rio Grande, making con- 
nection with Denver by way of Pueblo, 
where connection is made with the 
southern transc ontinental route.

The Care of Farm Horses. _ 

Very much is said, in a general way, 
regarding the care and f.eding of the 
farm hoise, to fit him for the labor he 
has to perform without injury to his 
health, and that the greatest amount 
of labor may be obtained at the 
emallest cost.” Tune coustitution of 
horses vary in their requirements as 
much as the constitutions of men, ren- 
dering it impossible to give minute di- 
rections for their care, as in each Case 
a knowledge of thes. requirements is 
necessary tuform an Opinion. Personal 
observation alone wiil be necessary to 
designate this treatment, as the same 
teed that prolits with one will destroy 
with another. The nervous, active 
race horse, whose’ entire usefulness 
is exhausted in the shortest possible 
time, is treated upon principles that 
ages of experience has taughit as 
the best calculated to attain that ob- 
ject. The caretul groom will observe 
the languid movements, which indi- 
cate a loss of vitality, and if from his 
observations he is satisficd that his 
horse is sufferiug from fever or other 
derangement, he should lose no time 
in applyiog the proper remedies and at 
once Change his fuod, even if necessary 
to change the labor heis performing, to 
give him time and opportunity to re- 
cuperate his vitality and overcume the 
effects of his climatic change. Self- 
interest deman ts that he be protected 
from the cruelties or ill-temper of 
those having him in charge so often 
expose him to, as well, also, as the 
pain and suffering which avarice ia- 
flicts through the negiect to furnish 
him with proper food aud general at- 
tention, and that those alone be re- 
tained in his care and management 
that have given voice that “the merci- 
ful man is merciful to his horse.’’— 
{Rural Messenger. 


Nine Noteweurthy Trees. 

Anelm near Lawrenceburg, Tenn., 
is 105 feet in diameter from tip to Up 
of its branches, and 329 fe t in’ cir- 
cumference. 

George H. Cook, of Lancastcr, Pa., 
has a pear tree in his yard which re- 
cently had ripe fruit and blossoms on 
its branches at the same time. 

A Pennsylvania walnut tree that was 
hollow and nine feet in diameter was 
sawed down lately, and the stump is 
used as a pen for a number of hogs. 

A cherry tree in Carter county, 
Ky., is thirteen and a half feet in cir- 
cumference aud sixty feet high, and 
its branches shade a plot forty-three 
feet across. 

Near the Fair Street Depot, King- 
It is 
of bouquet shape, and during the 
present season over 200 birds built 
nests in its branches, 

At the mouth of Grassy Run, in 
Springhill township, Pa., there stood a 
sycamore tree that was hollow at the 
butt, and Joshua Brooks used it as a 
stable for his horse. 

In Green County, Miss., is a double 
pine tree which has two distinct trunks 
twenty feet apart, uniting thirty fect 
above the ground, forming at that 
point one’solid trunk, round and sym- 
metrical. 

A tree recently cut in Mexico, Mo.. 
measured nine tvet through, near the 
ground, and was 110 feet high. The 
first limb grew out at a height of 
thirty feet from the roots. The tree 
was at least 800 years old. When it 
fell twelve squirrels ‘and one coon 
were killed. 

In the village of Pedur, in India, 
grows a marvellous palm. Some child- 
ren plucked its fruit at 5 o’clock one 
afternoon, and flocked early the next 
morni:g to gather more, but found 
the branches now far above their 
heads. They ran to their parents with 
the story that a date which they 
saw on the previous day lying upou 
the ground was_ now standing. Ob- 
servation disclosed that the tree had 
been changing its position every 
morning aud evening. The tree 1s 
eleven feet high, not including the 
leaves and stems. One who has seen 
it writes: “At 5:30 o’clock the tree 
was almost lying toward the west. 
The foot of the tree was at an angle of 
five to seven degiees with the ground, 
and we are given to understand that it 
had already cominenced to rise from 4 
o'clock. A handkerchief which had 
been tied by the district munsiff to 

eof the leaves, so that its other end 
might just touch the ground, had 
risen six inches. At 8 P. M, the ker- 
chief was eighteen inches from the 
ground, and at 3 a. M. nine feet.”

in Los Angeles with his family in search 
of a new location. Your Los Angeles 
real estate agents did all in their power. 
to induce him to buy and settle in the 
vicinity of the city. Failing in this and 
in résponse to inquiries for information 
the gentleman was advised to buy near 
Orange or Santa Ana, and was warned 
in particular against Anaheim, being 
told that its population consisted of 
“nothing’ but Dutchmen,” and its soil 
was ‘‘worthless sand and cactus patch- 
es,’’ and that ‘‘no water could be had 
there, and even with plenty of water 


the land could produce nothing.’’ He 
went to Santa Ana and Orange, ex- 
amined and priced the land, but 
was dissatisfied. A former neigh- 
bor of his, in the States, lived in 
Anaheim; he decided to pay him a visit. 
He came; he was driven over the coun- 
try; he was greatiy surprised at the 
quality and prices of some of the tracts 
of land offered for sale as compared 
with that of other localities. Among 
other tracts he was shown the Guinn 
ranch, which he said comprised as good 
land as the best he had seen in any lo- 
cality, and he immediately bargained 
for sixty acres of it, paying therefor 
$5100. Yesterday he brought his 
family, consisting of seven persons, 
from Los Angeles, and will make this 
his home. 

The above is mentioned as an instance 
of a great injustice that is being done 
this comrnunity by a certain class of 
your people, and is only one of a dozen 
like cases with which the writer has be- 
come familiar. If the immigrant can- 
not be inveigled into buying city prop- 
erty at exorbitant figures, thereby put- 
ting a handsome fee into the agent’s 
pocket, he is sent to Santa Ana or 
Orange or Westminster—anywhere but 
to Anaheim. Why this discrimina- 
tion? With what “weight should an 
agent's advice he considered in such a 
‘ease anyway’? ‘The discomtited agent 
no doubt thinks, if he does notsay, when 
the immigrant desires to buy in the 

country, and asks, ‘‘Where shall I 

go?”” ‘*Oh, go anywhere—go to the 
devil!” ania great many of them, rid- 
ing right past the gates of paradise, 
tumble into a location which turos out 
rather a hades forthem.

A reporter yesterday tuok the 
trouble to run over the filesof Brierly’s 
Real Estate Record for the month of 
November, and below isthe result of 
his investigations. The average num- 
ber of transactions for the number of 
days on which business was transacted 
(24, as there were two holidays in the 
month) is eighteen, daily. The aver- 
age for each day of the month without 
reyard to Sundays or holidays is 1474, 
und the average consideration is $21,047 
daily. This, too, it will be remembered, 
does not express the whole amount of 
the considerations, as many of the con- 
veyancers object to having the amount 
made public and simply put down one 
dollar, two or five dollars, as they see 
fit.

TRANSIT OF VENUS, 


™ 


I give below a reali of some equis- 
tions on the transit of Venus, and where 
not otherwise stated I will give the 
time in Los Angeles mean civil time. 
The angle designated ‘‘Q’’ is the dis- 
tance from the north point of the sun’s 
line measured round toward the east 
to the point on the sun’s line: where 
the different contacts take place. The 
first contacts will not be visible at ‘Log 
Angeles because of taking place just be- 
fore sunrise. The sun will rise in that 
locality about 6b. 55m. 29s.(mean time) 
on the day mentioned, which will be 
about 24m. after first ternal contact.

How to observe the above phenom e- 
non on a small scale: It will not be dif- 
ficult by looking through a piece of 
smoked glass to see with the unaided eye 
a small black spot on the southern 
portion of the sun at any time before 
noon of next Wednesday, if the sun is 
visible. ‘Those that have spyglasses or 
telescopes are in luck. If not turnished 
with dark glasses they should prepare a 
smoked glass in due time to place at 
the object end of the instrument. 

Gassendi, in observing the transit of 
Mercury of November, 1631, at Paris, 
and Horrocks, in observing that of Ve- 
nus in 1639, let the sun’s light intoa 
dark room through a small aperture in 
the window, and allowed it to fall ona 
white screen. The dark spot caused by 
the shadow of Venus would be easily 
seen and the apparent size ascertained. 

It may be instructive to remark here 
while speaking of Gassendi, Horrocks 
and Crabtree, 
they of the results obtained by their cal- 
culation that they commenced to watch 
two or three days before the time set by 
their tables. ‘There has been quite an 
advance in mathematical science since 
then, for now the student fumbles over 
afew dreary equations for a number of 
evenings and bets on his result to a sec- 
ond. 

Now if you would take a piece of 
white paperiabout ten inches in diame- 
ter to represent the sun, and place it 
some eight or ten feet from an aperture 
in the window of a dark room admitting 
the sun’s light, you wiil see a small, 
dark spot on the paper about cne-third 
of an inch in diameter. If now you ad- 
mit light enough to just illuminate the 
paper, you will have before you the ap- 
parent relative size of Venus and the 
sun. Now move the paper eastward in 
such away as to keep pace with the 
sun’s westward motion, and you will 
tind that the dark spot will move west- 


ward across the lower portion of the pa- 
per and at 18’ 15” past neon 
it will step off into the dark. 


The transit has ended! As it is eustom- 
ary to give these phenomena as they 
would appear if seen from the center 
of the earth, I will give the result of the 
equations on that subject, as I find it, 
althongh no expedition, so far as I 
know, has been sent to that point to 
make ‘obeserv ations.

I subjoin here a diagram that may 
give some idea as to how Venus will ap- 
pear on the sun’s disc: The large circle 
represents the sun with the lines num- 
bered E. for east, etc., and Venus will be 
seen on his disc as the hours given 
there show. 


EXPLANATIONS OF TERMS AND WORDS 
USED. 

Not knowing very many large words 
myself it has not been very difficult to 
avoid the use of such. In my calcula- 
tions [I have taken the result at the 
nearest second; thus for first interual 
contact the sum of the equations gave 
(for Los Angeles) 28s.913465, and I 
took 293. for final results. The exter- 
nal contacts occur when the nearest 
edges of Venus and the Sun just touch 
and no more. The iuternal contacts 
occur when Venus appeurs to lap her 
broad little self full upon the face of 
Old Sol, and no more. The times given 
for Los Angeles will answer for any 
place within 50 or 75 miles, with no ma- 
terial error to the ordinary observer. 

All should look at the transit because 
no one now living on the earth will ever 
have another opportunity.

Mysteries of a Hair Brush. 

A writer in the American Journal of 
Microscopy has been exploring t::e for- 
ests of bristles in a hair brush, sur- 
reptitously purloined from a lady’ 5 
toilet stand, and, though it contained 
nothing which we are accustomed to 
regard with unqualified horror, the 
results of his investigation prove that 
there sre mysteries ordinarily un- 
dreamed of in simple appliances of the 
toilet. There aie concealed in the 
damp liat of hair brushes, unless kept 
clean by the use of bi-carbonate of 
potassa or carbonate of soda, many 
living things, too small for detectivn 
by the naked eve, some of which, we 
are told, are of more. than suspicious 
character, being known as the origina- 
tors of scaldhead and other diseases 
of thescalp.: The author concludes 
his article by acaution against wetting 
the head, recommending “dry rushing 
inst ad. He also recommends the use 
of a weak solution of carbolic acid or 
sulphate of soda, as a cleansing mate- 
rial for hair brushes.

SUSTICE TO 


Alleged Misrepresentations of Real 
Estate Agents. 
To the Editor: 


in Los Angeles with his family in search 
of a new location. Your Los Angeles 
real estate agents did all in their power 
to induce him to buy and settle in the 
vicinity of the city. Failing in this and 
in response to inquiries for information 
the gentleman was advised to buy near 
Orange or Santa Ana, and was warned 
particular against Anaheim, being 
told that its population consisted of 
“nothing but Dutchmen," and its soil 
was ‘‘worthless sand and cactus patch- 
es,”’ and that ‘‘no water could be had 
there, and even with plenty of water 


the land could produce nothing.’’' He 
went to Santa Ana and Orange, ex- 
amined and priced the land, but 
was dissatisfied. A former neigh- 
bor of his, in the States, lived in 
Anaheim; he decided to pay him a visit. 
He came; he was driven over the coun- 
try; he was greatiy surprised at the 
quality and prices of some of the tracts 
of land offered for sale as compared 
with that of other localities. Among 


‘lother tracts he was shown the Guinn 


ranch, which he said comprised as good 
land as the best he had seen in any lo- 
cality, and he immediately bargained 
for sixty acres of it, paying therefor 
$5100. Yesterday he brought his 
family, consisting of seven persons, 
from Los Angeles, and will make this 
his home. 

The above is mentioned as an instance 
of a great injustice that is being done 
this comzaunity by a certain class of 
your people, and is only one of a dozen 
like cases with which the writer has be- 
come familiar. If the immigrant cxan- 
not be inveigled into buying city prop- 
erty at exorbitant figures, thereby put- 
ting a ‘handsome fee into the agent’s 
pocket, he is sent to Santa Ana or 
Orange or Westminster—anywhere but 
to Anaheim. Why this discrimina- 
tion? With what weight should an 
agent's advice be considered in such a 
case anyway’? The discomfited agent 
no doubt thinks, if he does not say, when 
the immigrant desires to bay in the 
countrys and asks, ‘‘Where shall I 

go?”’ ‘Oh, go anywhere-—-go to the 
devil!” ania great many of them, rid- 
ing right past the gates of paradise, 
tumble into a location which turos out 
rather a hades forthem. The persons 
who #r2 engaged ia thus running down 
certainlocalities for the purpose o/ build- 
ing up others are engaged in a very small, 
mean business; their names, if they 
could be obtained accompanied by pos- 
itive proof, should be published. If 
certain localities are all that is claimed 
for them people will find it out without 
the aid of a let of interested parties of 
that class; if not as represented, they 
will find it out equally well of them- 
selves. 

Notwithstanding - the disadvantages 
under which we labor, the. vicinity of 
Ananeim has made great progress dur- 
ing the past year. A great deal of land 
bas been divided and sold, and 
many new families have settled perma- 
nently. The persistent efforts of our 
local paper, the Gazette, have done much 
to attract the attention of immigrants to 
this section, and if it were not for this 
secret working of the land 
agents mentioned against us our com- 
munity would have enjoyed a prosperity 
and growth most remarkable. All that 
we ask settlers is to come and see for 
themselves. Anaheim is directly ‘on the 


thé couutry thoroughly will require 
two or three days’ time and very little 
expense. It will be to the immigrant’s 
interest to do so. In many localities 
real estate owners are actually going in- 
sane on the subject of land, asking from 
$150 to $300 and $500 per acre; here 
equally good land may still be had for 
from $70 to $100 per acre, but when 
the blind rush strikes us it will be too 
"a°ato invest.

‘TRANSIT OF VENUS, 


‘rhe Coming Event of the Centary in| 
the Astronomical World. 
~ IIT. 
I give below a result of some eda: 
tions on the transit of Venus, and where 
not otherwise stated I will give the 
time in Los Angeles ‘mean civil time. 
The angle designated ‘‘Q’’ is the dis- 
tance from the north point of the sun’s 
line measured round toward the east 
to the point onthe sun’s line: where 
the different contacts take place. The 
first contacts will not be visible at Los 
Angeles because of taking place just be- 
fore sunrise. The xun will rise in that 
locality about 6h. 55m. 29s.(mean time) 
on the day mentioned, which will be 
about 24m. after first internal contact.

How to observe the above phenom e- 
non on a small scale: It will not be dif- 
ficult by looking through a piece of 
smoked glass to see with the unuided eye 
a small black spot on the southern 
portion of the sun at any time before 
noon of next Wednesday, if the sun is: 
visible. Those that have spyglasses or 
telescopes are in luck. If not turnished 
with dark glasses they should prepare a 
smoked glass in due time to place at 
the object end of the instrument. 

Gassendi, in observing the transit of 
Mereury of November, 1631, at Paris, 
and Horrocks, in observing ‘that of Ve- 
nus in 1639, let the sun’s light intoa 
derk room through a small Pie ec 1 
the window, and allowed it to fall ona 
white screen. The dark spot caused by 
the shadow of Venus would be easily 
seen and the apparent size ascertained. 

It may be instructive to remark here 
while speaking of Gassendi, Horrocks 
and Crabtree, that so mistrustful were 
they of the results obtained by their cal- 
culation that they commenced to watch 
two or three days before the time set by 
their tables. ‘There has been quite an 
advance in mathematical science since 
then, for now the student fumbles over 
afew dreary equations for a number of 
evenings and bets on his result to a sec- 
ond. 

Now if you would take a piece of 
white paper about ten inches in diame- 
tér to represent the sun, and place it 
some eight or ten feet from an aperture 
in the window of a dark room admitting 
the sun’s light, you wiil see asmali, 
dark spot on the paper about cne-third 
of an inch in diameter. If now you ad- 
mit light enough to just illuminate the 
paper, you will have before you the ap- 
parent relative size of Venus and the 
sun. Now move the paper eastward in 
such away as to keep pace with the 
sun’s westward motion, and you will 
tind that the dark spot will move west- 


ward across the lower portion of the pa- 
per and at 18’ 15” past neon 
it will step off into the dark. 


The transit has ended! As it is custom- 
ary to give these phenomena as they 
would appear if seen from the center 
of the earth, I will give the result of the 
Fequations on that subject, as I find it, 
although no expedition, so far as I 
know, has been sent to that point to 
make obeservations.

I subjoin here a diagram that may 
give some idea as to how Venus will ap- 
pear on the sun’s disc: The large, circle 
represents the sun with the lines inum- 
bered E. for east, etc., and Venus will be 
seen on his dise as the hours given 
there show.

The exter- 
nal contacts occur when the nearest 
edges of Venus and the Sun just touch 
and no more.

broad little self full upon the face of 
Old Sol, and no more. The times given 
for Los Angeles will answer for ‘any 
place within 50 or 75 miles, with no ma- 
terial error to the ordinary observer. 

All should look at the transit because 
no one now living on the earth wiil ever 
have another opportunity.
